Heavy Stock Movement 


Large Shipments of Cattle Made from 
Southern Alberta. 

During 130 working days froin 
August 1 to December 31, 5;200 car- 
loads containing 133,000 head of live- 
stock were moved by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in Southern Alberta 
Over 1,100 head per day were handled 
or at the rate of forty cars, or one 
trainload a day. During much of the 
time, the movement was much 
heavier, reaching an average of one 
hundred cars 
stretch, 

Of the 133,000 head moved, most of 
which were cattle, it is estimated that 
half went to Chicago. Probably 
twenty-five per cent, went to the Cal- 
gary, Winnipeg or other yards. The 
remaining twenty-five per cent. were 
shipments from one point to another 
for feeding purposes. Approximately 
100,000 head passed out of the hands 
of Southern Alberta farmers alto- 
gether, finding their way to the block 
in the majority of cases, 

The heavy stock movement to the 
market during the fall accounts in a 
measure for the prosperity which is 
evident at the. present time. ‘The 
100,000 head of cattle sold. outright 
realized $50 per*head. This means 
$5,000,000 new money brought into 
the district, all of which found _ its 
way into the regular channels of cir- 
culation, 

Cardston was the heaviest shipping 
point in Southern Alberta during the 
five months, with 849 carloads, repre- 
senting some 21,500 head, mostly 
cattle, This meant practically a mil- 
lion dollar turnover, The fact that it 
was even drier in the foothills of 
southwest Alberta last summer than 
in the prairie districts was one cause

} Such is the hopeful conviction of 
one of Ottawa's foremost physicians, 
Dr, H. C, Church, 

“Chicago and New York haven't got 
the flu at all,” he declared. “The 
cases reported so faithfully from day 
to day in such numbers are nothing 
more nor less than what is popularly 
known as “grippe.” The symptoms 
are no different and the death rate no 
higher than the old and more familiar 
affliction, 

“In my Ottawa practice I do not 
know of one person who has been at- 
tacked with the fluewho has had a re- 
currence, The attack seems to have 
humanized those who once fell vic- 
tims and survived while those not 
attacked were not susceptible to the 
disease at all, 

“This scourge undoubtedly has 
swept the world in past ages, Its ori- 
gin is mysterious and its sweep is 
widespread and disastrous, But a 
gencration or perhaps many genera- 
tions, will elapse before it comes 
again in the deadly form that it did 
in 1918,” 


Hughes Predicts War in Pacific 

London.—W. A. Hughes, Australian 
prime minister, speaking at Mel- 
bourne, said the next war would prob- 
ably break out in the Pacific, accord- 
ing to a Central News dispatch from 
Sydney. 

“We must be ready with a suffici- 
ently numerous army to say, ‘Thus 
far and no further,’” he is quoted as 
saying. “We are hedged about with 
nations which lust after this country.”

Warning Given 


Toronto.—Sir Edmund Walker, pre- 
sident of the Dominion Bank of Can- 
ada, at the annual meeting of the bank 
here, referred to the numerous warn- 
ings given that economy must be 
practiced in this country, but so far 
these warnings have not had the 
slightest effect, Sir Edmund said, Ex- 
travagance is the order of the day,

“There is no inducement now “to 
send money from England,” Sir Ed- 
mund said, “and there is every in- 
ducement for the English tenders to 
have the money sent back to England 
to take advantage of the low rate of 
exchange,” 

Sir Edmund concluded by saying: 
“No money can be expected from 
Great Britain for investment in this 
country until the exchange condi- 
tions change.”

Says One Big 
Union is Unlawful 


Attempt to Gain Control of Labor for 
Reds and Revolutionaries 


Winnipeg. —That the One Big 
Union was in itself an unlawful con- 
Spiracy, was a statement made by A. 
J. Andrews, K.C., in opening his ad- 
dress to the jury at the opening ses- 
sion of the trial of the strike leaders. 

Mr. Andrews said that the crown 
will urge that this case was brought 
to test the legality of the One Big 
Union and the general strike which 
was used to demonstrate the solid- 
arity of labor; that the strike has the 
public by the throat. 

Mr, Andrews declared the reason 
why the One Big Union was unlawful 
was because its avowed purpose was 
to obtain its ends by the compelling 
force of niassed action. One of the 
planks in its platform, he said, was 
the sympathetic strike, which, the 
crown counsel, on behalf of Canada, 
contended was unlawful. 

Mr. Andrews completed his  ad- 
dress to the jury before the adjourn- 
ment, and F, E. Langdale, sergeant 
in the intelligence department of mil- 
itia district number 10, was the first 
witness called, upon resumption of 
proceedings. 

In the course of his lengthy ad- 
dress to the jury, Mr. Andrews re- 
ferred to the critical conditions in 


which the war had left the country; 


and the consequent duty resting on 
all good citizens to work for restora- 
tion of normal conditions, What 
would the jury think of those who 
welcome these critical days as fallow 
ground in which to sow seeds of dis- 
content? he asked the jury, In 1917 
soine, men commenced work to gain 
control of labor for Reds and revo- 
lutionaries. 

The crown counsel then traced the 
alleged conspiracy, citing alleged at- 
tempts of the radicals to get control 
of the Winnipeg Trades and Labor 
Council from moderate labor Icaders 
who believed in constitutional meth- 
ods, Articles that appeared in the 
Labor paper, of which the accused, 
William Ivens, was editor, would be 
introduced to show the development 
of this movement. 

Andrews referred to W, A. Pritch- 
ard as probably the brightest light in 
the constellation of the Socialist 
party of Canada, a man who had 
come from British Columbia to speak 
in support of the Winnipeg strike.

Son of British Premier-Says Large 
Landowners Are Being 
Eliminated 
New York—That Great Britain is 
undergoing great economic and poli- 
tical changes during the period of re- 
construction following the war, is the 
opinion of Major Richard Lloyd 
George, son of the British prime min- 
ister, who is in the United States on 

a business trip. . 

To the Canadian Press~he voiced 
his regret that his hurried trip to this 
country on business affairs made it 
impossible for him to visit Canada. 
He will sail for home February 14 
on the Adriatic. 

“One of the most important 
changes in England,” he said, “is the 
breaking up of our system of large 
land owners, who are selling their 
holdings because they are unable to 
pay the heavy taxes that have been 
imposed upon them. In the sale of 
these ‘properties’ they are reserving 
the first opportunity of selling to the 
tenants whose ancestors have been 
on the land for many generations. 
By the establishment of many small 
farmers as property owners, we are 
creating the thrifty peasant class* in 
Britain, which has been such an aid 


to France and Belgium in rebuild- 
ing those war-demoralized coun- 
tries.” 


The land-owning classes came in 
for praise from Major Lloyd George, 
who said they had made‘no effort to 
profiteer during the war and desery- 
ed an enormous amount of the credit 
for victory, 

As to the feeling in Britain 
the lifting of the embargo 
Soviet Russia, he said:

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Past Year 


Ottawa. — Immigration to Canada 
for the calendar year 1919 totalled 
117,633, an increase of 67,393 over 
1918, or 134 per cent. Of the 117.633 
new settlers avho entered the Dom- 
inion last year, 57,221 were from the 
British Isles and principally soldiers’ 
dependents; 52,064 from the United 
States, and the balance of 8,318 from 
other countries. 

In 1918 the totals were: 
Isles, 4,484; United States, 
other countries, 5,592, 


Immigrants from the United States, 
the majority of whom were of the. 
farming class, brought with them in 
to this couutry cash and effects am- 
ounting to $18,419,406, compared with 
$7,351,047-in 1918, 

Of the Amicricans who took up rese 
idence in Canada last year, Alberta 
attracted more than any other prov- 
ince. The number who went there 
was 13,883; Ontario got 12,093; Sas- 
katchewan, 8,672; Quebec, 6,617; 
Manitoba, 4,465; Hritish Columbia, 
3,601; Maritime Provinces, 2,593, and 
the Yukon territory, 140, 

Ontario was the favorite province 
for the British settler last year, e+ 
ceiving a total of 23,914. British Col- 
umbia came next with 8,346; Mani- 
toba, 5,918; Alberta, 5,867; Quebec, 
5,513; Sask®tchewan, 5,087; Maritime 
Provinces, 2,609, and Yukon  terri- 
tory, 7. P 

Last year 20,211 persons were re~ 
jected as unable to comply with the 
immigration regulations. 

The increase in rejections at bor- 
der points was 132 per cent. over 
1918; at ocean fiorts. the rejections 
last year Were 497, compared with 
only 53 in the previous year. 

Deportations at points on the 
boundary between Canada and the 
United States fell off last year, the 
figures being 288 in 1919 and 371 in 
1918. At ocean ports*there were 203 
deported in 1919 as against 130 in 
1918, an increase of 56 per cent,

Beautiful Memortal 
To The Prince 


There was much disappointment 
amongst the Blackfeet Indians, when 
it was made known that His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales was 
not able to visit the reserve owing 
} to pressure of time, The chiefs, how- 
ever, did not intend to allow the oc- 
casion to \pass without expressing 
their loyalty to the heir apparent, 
and through the Rev, Canon Stocken, 
decided to present an album to the 
prince containing the photographe of 
their chiefs, : 

This arrangement has now been 
carried out by the canon, and the 
album is shortly to be forwarded to 
his royal highness, 

Both Languages 

The inscription, which is in the 
Snglish and Indian language, reads 
as follows: 

“To his Royal Highness Edward 
Albert Christian George Patrick 
David, Prince of Wales and Exel of 
Chester, in the peerage of the United 
Kingdom, Duke of Cornwall in the 
peerage of England, Duke of Rothe- 
say, Earl of Carrick, and Baron of 
Renfrew, in the peerage of Scotland, 
Lord of the Isles and Great Steward 
of Scotland, K.C.M.G,, G.M.C., ete, 

“Greetings, Oh, Boy Chief, We 
shake hands with you, We are sad 
that we did not see you, although we 
tried hard to do so, This js the rea- 
son why we give you our portraits 
in Indian costumes. We met your 
father years ago, and his queen, and 
4our-—hearts. were glad. And now we 
heartily shake hands with you,” 

The photographs are the work of 
A, L, Hess, the well-known Calgary 
photographer, while the leather back 
of the album, which is handsomely 
hand engraved, was executed by Riley 
and McCormick, Ltd., and the illu- 
minated address by Chas. Stafford, 

The album is a work of art and 
the photos exceptionally good ones of 
our Indians and their squaws, Canon 
Stocken brought it to The Call office 
that we might have a look at it be- 
fore forwarding it to the Prince, 
when a number of town people had 
the opportunity of examining it, and 
the Indians also were, allowed to see 
it, 

The Canon says the Indians were 
very much disappointed that the 
“Boy Chief” did not come to see them 
or send for them to vjsit him, and 
seriously talked of an uprising, but 
he was able to satisfy them upon sug- 
gesting the album, ~ Those whose 
photos appear in it all paid their own 
expenses to Calgary and each one 
also willingly contributed $4 to pay 
for the work,

ing of older pupils, Charts haye been 
prepared showing actual conditions of 
labor in an average servantless home 
of two adults and two children of 
school age, where the mother docs all 
the work except the hicaviest washing. 
These show that in such a household 
the domestic work amounts to 80 
working hours per week, that practi- 
cally no time for rest and recreation 
is afforded on week-days, and only 
five hours on Sunday.
